New York's Bird Day. 


In-New York state on Aprif 2 there will be instituted in the 


public schqols what is to be known• as Bird Day, the design 
beihg.to have one day in.theyear -when&fle'ntion shall be given 
lo-the study of birds and their usefulij?E.;. 
. • . . . 


•In a bulletin, issued to the. schools l|phe University-of .the 


Sta'te of New-York calling attention td'lhe coming establish- 
ment of, Bird Day the practical usefulness of the: birds is'e'iri- 
phasizbd.' In fact, the claims, in this direction are, stronger 
than most people would have anticipated. The bulletin says 
that if there.were no-birds '''your'orchards'would be stripped 
bare of leaves and fruit, your fields of grain would droop with- 
ered arid hopeless, the forests would turn to -tangles, of naked 
boughs, there would-be no grass in the fields, no bread on your 
tables, no milk in your cups, no meat on your plates." 
After 


further emphasizing the value of birds the bulletin closes with 
these words: "No lesson'in the school'can be so important as 
this one. The birds stand between us and deslructionr • 
. This is a'strong assertion rtnd it might be difficult to prove 
its'correctness. In spite of the fact that birds dp destroy many 
insects it still remains true that they do not rid us of the potato 
bug, one of the worstjfariii pestsjn the country, nor do they 
protect our orchards from, the tent caterpillar, another pest of 
most serious proportions! The birds do not protect'us from 
the ravages of the cabbage worm and the currant worm, and 
there'are other insect pests which escape'the destruction 
wrought by the bird army. The chances: are that men would 
devise ways of protecting.crops,and fruits to a considerable 
extent in the 'absence of. birds. 
It is necessary to do this now 


and 'they have shown themselves capable of it. 
•••'/But' this' is no reason why birds should not be protected to 
the-'utmpst, and the New York movement is to be unequivo- 
cally, commended. 
It is proper to teach the children to love the 


birds.;aijd shield them from harm so far as possible. 
Tlief'r 


be'au'iy and their songs add greatly to the joy of.living, and 
tliat'tliey perform valuable service as insect destroyers is be- 
yond question. It is not ijec.essary to speculate as to whether 
tlieJuiman family could exist without them.or not. They are 
botlv'useful and beautiful, and every child should be taught 
never to harm a bird or its nest. The time spent by the schools 
of New York in studying and contemplating these simple facts 
will be lime well spent.
